WHY SCHOOLS FAIL 

President Russell Crowell of 
the Central Labor Council and 
Director J. W. Gaines of the 
council’s’ Work Experience and 
Training Program were asked to 
appear before the State Fair 
Employment Practice Commis- 
sion last Friday. 

The FEPC is investigating why 
California schools have failed to 
adequately prepare minority 
group youths for jobs. 

The commission wanted to get 
the viewpoint of the Labor Coun- 
cil representatives, who are try- 
ing to do what the schools failed 
at by training 410 poverty area 
youths—most of them school 
dropouts—for employment, 

Crowell and Gaines brought 
some added qualifications as ex- 
perts. Crowell is a former dry 
cleaning instructor 
College. Gaines is a former ju- | 
venile and adult probation offi- | 
cer.

Educators, Crowell said, place 
too much emphasis on academic 
subjects when they should be 
preparing young people to hold 
down worthwhile jobs. 

Gaines, in effect, told the 
FEPC that the Labor Council’s 
program is too small to solve the 
job training problems of under- 
priviledege minority group 
youths in Oakland. 

In addition, Gaines indicated 
he felt other anti-poverty groups 
aren’t doing the job. 

Commissioner Mark Guerra 
asked whether the Labor Coun- 
cil works with East Bay anti- 
poverty groups, 

“Not if we can help it,” Gaines 
answered. 

Crowell added that the State 
Department of Employment has 
placed too much emphasis on 
training for menial jobs.

BOING SOMETHING BETTER 

At Monday night’s Labor Coun- 
cil meeting, Crowell elaborated 
on this, stressing that the CLC’s 
program seeks good-paying jobs 
for its graduates. 

“There’s no point in spending 
26 weeks to train a youngster 
how to feed sheets into a mangle, 
or how to wash cars,” Crowell 
said. 

Crowell said he feels there is 
no point in training people for 
jobs paying under $2 an hour. 

Some so-called poverty fighters 
in this area seem to miss this 
point: 

Why spend a lot of money to 
train people living in poverty 
for jobs that will only keep them 
there? 

Our Labor Council is trying to 
do something better. So far, it’s 
succeeding. But it needs a bigger 
program to make a real dent in 
Oakland’s problem.

‘Political situation 
makes picnic vital’ 


The Alameda County AFLCIO 
Labor Day Picnic promises a lot 
of fun for union families. 

But the money earned is es- 
pecially important this year, it 
was reported by Wray Jacobs, 
assistant secretary of the Central 
Labor Council. 

Jacobs pointed to the “tremen- 
dous political problems” facing 
organized labor in California. 
This should prompt unions to 
support the picnic even more 
than in past years, Jacobs said, 
noting that proceeds are used 
to help elect labor-endorsed can- 
didates. 

R-T-W DANGER 

Jacobs said one of the great- 
est dangers facing unions in the 
state is that the Legislature will 
pass a_ so-called right-to-work 
law. He said this danger has 
been increased now that Repub- 
licans, in effect, control the State 
Senate. 

Democrats have only a four 
vote margin in the Assembly. 
Strong support of labor’s friends 
with picnic proceeds may pro- 
tect this margin of safety 
against right-to-work and other 
anti-labor legislation, Jacobs de- 
clared. 

The CLC official also pointed 


}out prompt action by local un- 


ions on buying picnic tickets is 
imperative due to the fact that 
tickets were distributed late this 
year. 

He urged an “extra effort” by 
all unions and their members. 

The picnic is Sept. 4 at the 
County Fairgrounds, Pleasanton.

Auto Salesmen 1095 wins 
NLRB vote at E.B. Rambler 


Auto Salesmen 1095 has won a 
significant victory in a National 
Labor Relations Board trial ex- 
aminer’s ruling against East Bay 
Rambler, Inc., San Leandro, ac- 
cording to Chester A. Ansley, sec- 
retary-treasurer. 

The Rambler dealer was in- 
structed to reinstate Clifton Mor- 
rison, who was fired last Novem- 
ber within 24 hours after he 
signed up other salesmen in Lo- 
cal 1095. 

The firm also must pay Mor- 
rison $1,800 in lost earnings, stop 
interrogating employees, and 
bargain collectively with Local 
1095, the trial examiner ordered, 
according to Ansley. 


Ansley cited the long series of 
delays under NLRB procedures 
which had been exploited by 
East Bay Rambler to avoid deal- 
ings with Local 1095 and its 
members. 

He said: 

“We certainly will not tolerate 
further appeals on this case. We 
are going to demand a contract.” 

First the San Francisco NLRB 
office ruled in Local 1Q95’s fa- 
vor, then the hearing officer con- 
cluded the union as correct on 
every point, and any further ap- 
peals would be “technical man- 
euvers” by East Bay Rambler’s 
owner, Walter Wilner, to delay 
matters, Ansley said.

Living costs to go up more

Your living costs will hit a 
peak for the year in September. 

The main problems are high 
food prices, soaring medical 
costs, rising car prices and high- 
er price tags on homes. 

In fact, prices are rising pretty 
much all along the line this Fall, 
including household appliances 
(notably refrigerators), furni- | 
ture, and tires. 


Even movie admissions have 
gone up sharply. This isn’t just 
something local as you may have | 
thought. With a big child popu- 
lation on hand, the movie mo- 
guls are taking advantage of the 
kids especially. The increase on 
adult movie tickets is drastic 
enough—up 53 per cent in recent 
years or four to five times as 
much as the cost of living in gen- 
eral. But children’s admissions 
have jumped 73 per cent in that 
period, more than any other 
item in the cost-of-living index 
except hospital fees. 

Sending a kid to the movies 
now actually costs more than his 
meals for a day. 


Perhaps they may prefer to 
bowl, look at TV or take piano 
lessons instead. Costs of all these 
and other recreational services 
have remained level. 

Here are tips on September 
shopping needs: 


TIRES: The large manufac: |

Check your tires to see if any

Most tires are underinflated. 
Underinflated tires wear faster, 
have lower load carrying capac- 
ity and run hotter (both a blow- 
out and wear danger). 
| There is increasing interest in 
“radial-ply tires.” More car man- 
/utacturets are expected to offer 
| them as optional equipment on 
be cars. These tires are manu- 
factured with the cords running | 
| radially instead of diagonally as 
in the usual tires. The radial 
tires provide longer tread life 
and greater resistance to road 
| hazards: better traction on wet 
surfaces; smoother ride at high 
| speed, and some increase in fuel 
economy. The disadvantage, in 
addition to the higher price, is a 
somewhat harsher, noisier ride 
'at low speeds, so that a car’s sus- 
pension must be specially tuned 
before radials are installed.

The bumper sticker on the 
car we trailed from O’Hare 
Field to home declared: “Rea- 
gan for President in ’68.” 

As we followed the car 
through a series of right turns, 
we recalled that the bright 
star of the late shows was 
dimmed somewhat by the fog 
not the natural phenomenon 
which obscures San Francisco 
but the cloud layer created by 
the tax program of the govern- 
or of California. 

Reagan succeeded in enact- 
ing the largest tax increase in 
the history of any state. The 
sales tax was boosted from 4 
to 5 per cent, the state income 
tax was raised about 60 per 
cent, and liquor was boosted 
by 50 cents the gallon,

Edwards tells aid 
for farm workers 


Congressman Don Edwards, 
San Jose Democrat, has an- 
nounced a new program to help 
displaced farm workers find 
service or industrial jobs. 

The Villa de San Marcos Foun- 
dation, of San Jose, is to work 
with industry and public agen- 
cies to match jobless farm work- 
ers to urban jobs in Santa Clara, 
San Benito and Santa Cruz 
Counties. 

The project is financed by 
$80,000 from the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Commerce and $8,000 
in cash and services furnished 
by the foundation. 

Edwards pointed out that his 
area is rapidly losing farm jobs 
because of mechanization. The 
new program, to run for a year, 
is expected to find icbs for sev- 
eral hundred former agricultural 
workers.

After six months without a job, 
Joe Journeyman was nervous. 
His unemployment had just a 
week to go. Finally, he was No. 4 
and got dispatched to a Guy F. 
Moneygrubber job in Oakland. | 

Joe went at it like a demon, | 
driving stakes, carrying forms, 
climbing around on the steel, 
working in the rain. He got a 


flu, and finally couldn’t make | 
himself work another lick. He! 
stayed home two days. When he 
went back to report for work, 
Boot Licker, his foreman, gave 
him two checks, saying he just 
didn’t work out. 

Joe’s flu turned into pneumon- 
ia. He went to see Dr. Pillpusher 
|and found he had no medical | 
insurance coverage because he | 
was unemployed for so long. 
Sick, with no job, no unemploy- | 
ment, and now no medical covy- 
erage, Joe had no place to go but | 
the welfare office. 

We wish this story were fic- 
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titious, but Joe Journeyman is 
no stranger to any of the mem- 
bers of Local 36. 

Every year of two we have de- 
manded and received increased 
benefits under our health and 
welfare plan, and we have regu- 
larly negotiated increases in em- 


but if we ignore the unemployed 
and secretly hope they’ll just 
leave the industry, we will have 
spit upon the principles of broth- 
erhood and solidarity which are 
responsible for what gains we 
have made.
